A DEALER IN HEATERS TELLS HOW 
THEY CAUSE TROUBLE. 


Tribulations of People Who Thisk They 
Hnow About Their Stoves, bat Find 
When They Desire to Eepsir Them That 
Their Ignorance Is Appalling. 


The life of a dealer in stove repairs 
is not one of unalloyed bliss He has 
all classes of pzople to deal with, and 
the greater portion of them seldom 
know what they want. They think they 
do, but they don’t. This will be readily 
understood when it is known that there 
are man today between 70,000 
snd 80,000 t stoves. Aseach va- 
riety bas from 15 component parts 
this will make a total of between 560,- 
000 and 640,000 different pieces. It 
will be seen that unless minute details 


are given there are possibilities of hav- - 


ing a mixed stove on your hands <A 
visit to one of the largest repair shops 
in the country was productive of some 
interesting information as well as some 
amusing incidents 

“It is singular,” ssid the manager, 
“how little the general public knows 
about stoves. People will handle s stove 
for years and still be a stranger to it. 
Then, when something happens to: it, 
they come to us snd expect us to know 
what part is wanted by a general de- 
scription. We carry supplies of about 
80,000 different stoves. There are about 
$00-stove manufacturers in this country, 
and they turn out on an average 9,000 
new designs every year. As we are 
called upon to supply the different parts 
of all of them, we have to keep a pretty 
large stock on hand. 

“We have four stories full of sup- 
plies, which weigh 2,500 tons. Besides 
these we have 300 tons of patterns and 
pay $10,000 yearly for new 
Our stock is an accumulation of over 22 
years. Some of our supplies are for 
stoves that haven't been manufactured 
for years. One would think that people 
would want the latest pattern in stoves, 
but they don’t. They will hang onto a 
stove as long as there is anything to 
patch up. Why, only the other day we 
were asked to supply a grate for a stove 
that was made in 1836. You see, there 
are lots of people, especially in the 
country, who use the old fashioned wood 
stoves, and although one of the new 
stoves would save them enough in one 
season to pay for itself they stick to the 
old ones. 

‘We have any number of amusing 
experiences, althongh some of them 
wonld try the patience of a saint. Peo- 
ple will come to us who think they have 
enough information if they give us the 
name of their stove. An Irishman 
walked into our place the other day. 
He was onc of those positive Irishmen 
who think it impossible to make a mis- 
take. 

** ‘Good mornin,’ he began. ‘Oi was 
laid off yesterday, an Oi just’ came 
down to git some fixin’s for the stove. 
The ould worhan’s been Jackin for a 
new back this Jong toime.’ 

“What kind of a stova is it?’ 

‘ ‘Oh, just a common. ivery day 
stove.’ 

“t “Does it burn coal or wood?’ 

`s a coal stove an burns a divil 
Sure, it takes the best 

rin coal.’

purse Oi’m sure. 
D'ye 5 st in front of it for 
the last eight Fe an not know what 
kind of a stove it is? Phat do you t’ink 
Oi am, a choomp?’ 

***But there is no such store made.’ 

** ‘Is that so? Maybe you t’ink you 
know more about it than Oi do, an ye 
niver sane the stove at all, at all.’ 

“* ‘But there are several kinds of 
Stara. Whois the maker, what is the 
date of the patent, and what is the size 
of the oven?’ 

* ‘An do you have to know all that? 
Sure, the next toime Oi come down for 
a job loike this Oi'll sind some one 
else.’ 

‘Then there is the ‘handy’ man, who 
comes in with a piece of string or a 
stick. There are knots in the string and 
nicks on the stick to show that the stove 
is ‘so long and so deep.’ When we tell 
him what is necessary before ho can be 
accommodated, he beats a hasty retreat. 
And there is the lady who thinks we ure 
‘just horrid,’ when we tell her that we 
don’t know what kind of a stove she 
has, that there are between 70,000 and 
80,000 for which we have repsirs, and 
that hers might be any one of them. 

“The other day a German who keeps 
a secondhand store was in here for some 
parts to two stoves that he had bought. 
He could not speak English very well, 
and as near as tho clerk conld make out 
the names-of his stoves were the ‘San- 
sage’ and the ‘Maggots.’ As no such 
stoves were made to our knowledge, we 
Were somewhat puzzled. Finally the 
catalogue was resorted to, and the Ger- 
man triumphantly pointed out the 
names of his stoves. They were the ‘Suc- 
cess’ and the ‘Magnetic.’ 

“Occasionally a man of the Spoopen- 
dyke order comes in. He wants a water 
front. He has the name and tle details 
all right, and we give him the part aud 
suggest that we send a man to pnt it in 
for him.” He declines our asistance; 
says he is used*to these little jobs , He 
enjoys them. Besides he isn’t as big a 
fool as some people, who pay a man to 
do a simple little piece of. work when 
they could save the money by doing it 
themselves. Next day he comes in crazy 
and wants to know what we mean by 
giving him the wrong front. Upon in- 
vestigation it :ppears that he has taken 
gut the firebrick all right, but has neg- 
lected to remove the shell, which makes 
the water front too large by about an 
inch. 

“If the people would be more partio- 
ular to give us the right information, 
they would have less trouble in having 
their stoves repaired.’’—Chicago Trib-

He Avoided Newspaper Men, but a Denver

By pooling his coal interests with the 
Trust he could secure votes enough to 
“hold up” all legislation that affected 
these interests. This is what be did. 
For it, he must answer to the country 
and to his Maryland constituents, 

These half dozen,in secret,swore to stand 
by each other and as freebooters have 
conducted their campaign of plunder. No 
amountof popular criticism has broken 
the bond of allegiance to each other. 

The selection of Charles H. Gibson by 
Mr. Gorman ss his co-adjutor, thereby 
securing an additional vote for any and 
all purposes, was a part of this foul plot. 


THE GORMAN-BRICE COMPROMISE. 

The New York Herald editorially has 
this to say of the Sugar Bill.

But on sober second 
thought the people will see that if the 
dominant party bas failed thus far to ac 
complish its berculean task there is no 
hope of relief from the republican party, 
which has ever demonstrated its abject 
servility to plutocratic trusts. And hence 
the storm of popular wrath will be 
comeentrated not upon the party, but 
upon the indiyidaal democrats who 
have proven themselves Talse to the fag 
ugder which -they have professed to 
fight. : 

„In passing the Senate bill the Houseof 
Representatives has only yielded to the 
direst nécessity, the alternative of which 
was the continuance of the famous and 
far more ruinous McKinley law. But 
this alternative was forced upon the 
House by tbe Gorman-Smith-Brice- 
Murphy ring, backed by all the power of 
the “protected” trusts and cumbines 
which the people have been pampering 
and norsing in their bosom as vipers to 
sting them forthe last thirty years. Still, 
this ring might have been broken had 
any leading democrats of the Senste op- 
posed and attacked its members as pub- 
lic enemies instead of apologizing for 
them. Neither the leaders of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee nor the Treasury 
afficials have sounded out to the people 
the iniqnities and enormities of the Gor- 
man bill. On the contrary they have 

| quietly countenanced or condened them. 
Whatever good feature remains in the 
| bill is in no sense or degree due to Gor- 
man or to the Senate, but it only surviv- 
es as a relic of some good thing-in Mr.’ 
Wilson’sbill which escaped the ruinous 
touch of the ring and ite apologists in 
the Finance Committee. -The eight or 
ten democratic obstructionists in the 
Senate will be made to rue their ‘course 
in delaying tariff action six. months and 
then forcing on the country a tariff 
which, as the Hrrald has repeatedly 
shown, will take out of the pockets of 
the people at least $1,250,000,000 per 
annom, not as revenue for the govern- 
ment, but solely to enrich the “protect- 
ed” manufactures and trusts. _ 

The only wav in which the Senatejcan 
at all redeem itself from universal con- 
tempt will be to take up and speedily 
pass the bills for free sugar, free coal, 
free iron and barbed wire passed yester- 
day by the House. These bills will re- 
move $175.000,000 of the vast burden of 
the Senate's “protective” taxation, the 
bulk of which, under the Gorman 
scheme, will simply go as plunder tothe 
iron and coal kings and the Sugar Trust. 
Senators Hill, Voorhees, Vest, Jones, 
Mills and others have all along protest- 
ed that they were notin sympathy with 
the Gorman-Smith ring. They now 
have it in their power to give the coun- 
try some proof of their sincerity by an 

earnest and instant advocacy of the new 
tariff bills. The country will hold the 
House responsible to stand out for ite 
supplementary bills ifit bas to remain 
in session till December. Every day of 
delay will give opportunity to show the 
country the true inwardness and malign 
workings of “protection,” and the dis- 
cussion whicli will ensue will hasten the 
dawn of our national deliverance from 
the slayery of Gormanism. 

Meantime the friends of tariff reform 
have cause for good cheer. M:Kinley- 
ism at least is dead and its vile offspring 
is already doomed. Only let the people, 
whose cause has been so ably and nobly 
led by the men who stood’ true to the 
Wilson bill, now take up the battle and 
“protectionism” will meet its Gettyaburg 
in November.

The wheat crop 
to be sure is abundant bet mach of thie 
will be applied to new uses, the fatten- 
ing of pork and beef, for which itis said 
to contain relatively much more nutri 
ment than corn at the present prices of 
the two cereals. 

The farmers ofthis county will be 
blessed with a bountiful crop of corn 
and have already haryested a good 
wheat crop. The surplus corn crop will 
probably reach a hundred thousand 
bushels, quite a large item when it goes 
to the credit instead of the debit side of 
the ledger. Added to tbis will be the 
saving of thousands of dollars that have. 
for the past three or fonr years, gone for 
purchasing hay. Altogether our farmers 
feel more hopefal. 

The tariff bill it is true, is not what it 
should have been, but in the main it is 
settled; for this if in nothing else, the 
country feele thankful. 


From the Somerset Herald 

“Because Somerset county happens to 
stand in need of a new Clerk's office and 
Register of Wills office, there is no reason 
why the county sould build a new Court 
House to suply such a necessity, espec- 
ially when it hasa good Court House, 
even ifit is antiquated in appearance. 
A Clerk's and Register’s office, with fire 
proof vaults, with several additional 
rooms for other offices, could probably 
be built for $7,000, while to erect a Conrt 
House too would involve the county to 
the tnne of sbont $20,000. Quitea dif- 
ference you will perceive. The already 
heavily burdened tax payers are posi- 
tively opposed toa new Court House at 
this time, and they are right.”

A TARIFF BILL. 
Mr. Gorman’s Sugar Trust Bili Is 
Adopted. 
ice Tariff bill, with its 
ole, ased by the

y as sgreed to by the Senate, and 
as had been exclusively announced in 

the Herald. 

This was done in accordance with the 
decision reached in the caucus of demo- 
crates held in the morning, in which 
Chai Wileon, Speaker Crisp and 
othee idihers-of the majority confessed 
that it was impossible to win’ the fight 
against the handfal of Senators who bad 
refosed to accept any reduction of the 
protection afforde® to their interesta by 
the Senate bill. It was, these leaders 
ssid, a case of the Serate tariff measure 
or none. 

Earnest protests against surrender 
were made in the caucus and in the 
House, but the opposition wasin a bope- 
leas minority. Only twenty-five votes 
were cast agsinst the surrenderin the 
caucus. p 

The tariff bill now goes to the Presi- 
dent. It needa only to receive his signa- 
ture or to be beld by him without action 
for ten dsys to become the law of the 
land. 

For once during this long tariff agita- 
tion the expeceted has happened. The 
Hoose caucus agresd upon the Senate 
bill, the bill was passed six hours later, 
and tbe separate bills were rushed 
through before adjournment putting su- 
gar, iron ore, coal and barbed wire on 
the free list, just as the Herald exclusive- 
ly announced would be bone. u 

This was not accomplished without a 
display of managerial rigor, parliamen- 
tary skil) and partisan courage astonish- 
ing evento those wha participated in 
the proceedings. 

The House wing of the Capitol was a 
acene of excitement from early morning, 
when the democratic caucus met, to a late 
hour to-night ,when the last “pop gun” 
bill, amid the yells of the democratic 
majority, placed sugar an the free list. 

The galleries were packed with eager 
spectators all day, and when the hour of 
adjournment was reached at twenty five 
minutes after ten o'clock few vacant 
seats were visible in the vast audit rium. 

On the floor legislative pandemoninm 
reigned all day. Not in years has -the 
House of Representatives been the thea- 
tre of such continuous uproar and tu- 
mult. It was a day of cheers and jeers, 
of speeches aud yells, roll calla and 
shouts of laughter, and applause. 

AS OUTLINED IN THE HERALD. 


The course of Monday’s procedure was 
outlined in the Herald Taesday morning 
The House democratic cauccs met at ten 
o'clock, and before the hour of twelve 
set for the regular meeting of the House 
it had agreed upon the programme. The 
conclusion was reached with some op- 
position. W. Bourke Corkran taking a 
leading part against the acceptance- of 
the Senate bill. 

The discussion was sharp and to the 
point. Chairman Wilson gave in detail 
the reason for the proposed step and 
spoke for the committees on conference 
as to the unsuccessful attempts to bar- 
monize the differences between the two 
housea. At the close 1t was evident that 
Mr. Wilson had his party practically 
solid, for he was greeted with a rousing 
cheer. 

His proposition to go into the house 
and, after bringing in æ rule to shut out 
filibustering, to pass the Senate tariff 
bill and four otber bills, putting sugar, 
cnal, iron ore and barbed wire on the 
free list, carried everything before it, 
The vote stood 130 to 25. 

Upon the assembling of the honse it 
was suddenly discoyered that Mr. Outh- 
waite, a democratic member of the com- 
mittee on rules, was out of the city. He 
had started for Washington, bat was 
somewhere onthe road and it was a 
matter of doubt when he would arrive. 

The republican members, of course, 
refused to act. Great consternation en- 
sued. The wires.were put into operation. 
It looked jfor a time as if the caucas pro- 
gramme would have to be laid over till 
to-morrow. Now that they had made 
up their minds, the majority were bot to 
carry these resolutions into effect. 

Just as they had begun to dispair in 
came this inissing member, and fifteen 
minutes latter Mr. Catching of the com- 
mittee on rules, sent to the clerk’s desk 
a little balf sheet of paper on which 
was scrawled the rules fixing the Senate 
Tariff bill and the other measures as 
holding the right of way and limiting 
debate upon each. 

ADOPTED THE ORDER. 

To Mr. Turner, of Georgia, fell the 
task of explanation and defence, and to 
Mr. Reed, of Maine, the leaders of the 
assault upon the resolution. It was 
adopted by a vote of 176 to 97. 

Then followed the debatean hour on 
each side, that preceded the session of 
the house from its stand on the Senate 
amendments to the house bill. 

The speech of Chairman Wilson was 
brief, but exhaustive. His strong points 
were enthusiastically applauded by his 
party, and when he faid his country was 
brought face to face with the question 
as to whether it was a country of self- 
taxation or a slave to trusts he was 
drowned in an uproar of prolonged 
cheers and intermittent yella, 

The republicans were ably led by Mr. 
Reed. He was brimming over with sar- 
casm and biting humor, and excited ap- 
plause from his own partisans and fre- 
quent laughter on both sides. His com- 
parison of the bouse democrats with the 
babies in the woods, left there by their 
big uncle in the White House, fairly 
convulsed thehouse, and democratsjoined 
with the republicansand crowded galler- 
ies in the tumult of mirth that followed. 

Mr. Reed farmed out his time to Mr. 
Cockran and Mr. Tareney, democrats, 
who attacked the bill as amended. 

Speaker Crisp came down from the 
chair to reply to Cockran, and these two 
masters of wordy fence gave the most 
brilliant tinge to the day’s debate. Cock- 
ran's opposition was upon the groand 
that the bill was the creation of four 
men, and not a tariff reform measure. 
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The bill for free sugar had been re- 
served the last; as a sort of a nightcap to 
the tariff debate. Its renee was to be 
an any jag saybow, beyond the 
possibility a doubt. The scattering 
debate Enabled the members to get in 
some sharp digs at the Eenate, 

When the issue came the vote stood 
276 to 11, nearly all of the republicans 
voting for the bill. They were not to 
be caught in theirown net. As soon as 
the yote had been fairly announced it 
was saluted with a cheer that came from 
al} sides, and the House adjourned. 

There is a smart exodus of Senators 
and members to-night. A | number 
will leva bora lomono 2% is no 
ex tion of the of any’of these 
“popgun” bills in the Senate this session. 
Congress will remain in perfanctory see- 
sion, howeyer, until the President signs 
the Tariff bill. 

Members of the House majority gener- 
ally are much pleased at the turn of af- 
fairs. They believe they bave made s 
better record on which to go before the 
pedble than they would have made had 
they secured the concessions asked for 
from Senate. Nevertheless the Senate 
Tariff bill will become the law, and the 
“popgun” bills will remain, for the time 
s least mere explosions of compressed 
air,

The committee on 
credentials reported nine districts repre- 
sented, Dennis District having no dele- 
gates. 

While the committees were out Mr. 
Robt. P. Graham, who was a delegate 
from Salisbury district, arose and in s 
well modulated yoice began an address 
to the convention. He ssid that a re-

When the ‘‘chief of the service of in- 
formations’ consents to annex a ‘ie- 
butante, his aptitudes are first utilized 
in the “‘department des chiens creves."* 
This is the professional slang for pick- 
ing up such items at the police stations 
as are not sent in to the For 
this work he will be paid 2 or $ cen- 
times a line for those inserted, on the 
average about one in twenty of what he 
hands in. These modest auxiliaries have 
only exceptionally the perspective of 
power.to make themselves noted. In- 
deed their role is limited, for if they

The reporter 
may know nothing, but be must be 
quick st understanding everything. It 
is necessary that, a question being given, 
he should know in a few instants who 
is the person in Paris the most probable 
to solve it. He must go to see this per- 
son or some one else equally informed, 
and in 20 phrases of an interview gather 
a clear, net and precise resume of the 
responses to make. He must also have 
the scent of a detective and above all 
love for his profession. 

I know a Paris reporter who was sent 
out to write about the doings of a for- 
eign sovereign then at a French water- 
ing place. Ho went tothe chatean where 
the monarch was stopping, but was po- 
litely kicked ont by the grand chamber- 
lain. ‘We telegraph daily,” the latter 
said, ‘‘news relative to his majesty to 
our national papers. You can take from 
them for your columns.”’ This did not 
satisfy my confrere. He had been scnt 
at much expenso on this special work, 
and it would never do for him todo 
nothing during his sojourn. A brilliant 
idea strack him. He had gotacquainted 
with an old man who had formerly been 
employed in the telegraphy department 
of the army. Bo he said to the ex-lieu- 
tenant, ‘Wald you be capable of writ- 
ing out the value of the fetters trans- 
mitted by the Morso system by simply 
Hearing the ticktack of the instrument?’ 
‘*Parblen, that is only the infancy of 
business, ’’ answered the other. ‘* Well, 
sir, I will give you a lonis every morn- 
ing if you will come and pass a quarter 
of an hour at the postoffice.’’ 

The next day, at the hour when the 
dispatches from the chateau arrived, 
those two men were very busy in the 
office over an imaginary correspondence, 
but as soon as the Morse instrument be- 
gan to tick the old man inscribed on a 
sheet of paper letters of foreign words 
he did not understand. The reporter 
read these words over his shoulder. He 
immediately translated them, and the 
official dispatch was scartely off when 
he sent the same thing in French to bis 
Paris paper. The telegraph employees 
naturally supposed that this literal 
tr: tion was given to its sender br 
one of the sovereigu's household, while, 
as for the royal guest and his grand 
chamberlain, they had the pleasure of 
reading in the Paris journal defails con- 
cerning themselves long before their 
national papers arrived. 

When a reporter has in analogous cir- 
cumstances shown the resources of his 
mind, he generally obtains a fixed salary 
which assures him a revenue independ- 
ent of the finctuation of actualities 
He is, for instance, charged with rela- 
tions with a cabinet minister, reports 
of expositions, public reunions, etc., but 
éven in favorable conditions it is excep- 
tional that he gains more than $200 a 
month. Moreover, the fatigue is such 
and the nervous tension so constant that 
the employment cannot be filled for 
many years This is the reason why 
there are no old reporters in Paris, ard 
why those who are more than 40 years of 
age are pointed out with pride Long’ 
before that age those who are able to 
make thcir careers as journalists are 
classed as ‘“‘articliers.”” They have 
shown that they can do reporting other- 
wise than with their legs, and then they 
know the honor of the first page and the 
joys of signatures. I am glad to add 
that generally these ‘‘articliers,’’ what- 
eyer their rank or employment, preserve 
in their hearts good opinion of these re- 
portera, and there isa local saying to 
the effect that ‘‘one becomes a journal- 
ist; he is born a reporter.’’"—Paris Cor.

{HE HORRIBLE DRUG WHICH IS POP" 
| ULAROIN FRANCE, 

{ts Chief, dient Is Wormwood, and It 

Brains of Its Victiz Wickosest In- 

toxicant In the World. : 


During the Algerian war, which last- 
od from 1844 to 1847, the French army 
were more in danger from African fọ- 
vers than from Algerian enemies. Sev- 
cral things were tried as antidotes. or 
preventives by the skillful army physi- 
cians. Finally absinthe was hit on ss 
the most effective febrifuge. 

The soldiers were ordered to mix it 
in small quantities three times a day 
with the erdinary French wine. The 
luckless happy-go-lucky privates grew 
to like their medicine, which at first 
they swore at bitterly for spoiling with 
its bitterness that beautiful purple vine- 


gar they fondly fancy is wine. But 
when absinthe alone began to usurp the 
time honored place of claret in the af- 
fections of the French army the evil be- 
came an unmixed one. 

Absinthe straight as a beverage is a 
direly different thing from absinthe 
mixed as a medicine or an occasional 
tonic. The victorious army on their 
triumphal return to Paris brought the 
habit with them. It is now so wide- 

through all classes of Parisian 
society—and Paris gives the cue to 
France—that Frenchmen of science and 
publicista regard the custom of absinthe 
tippling as s vast national evil 
, The consequence of the use—and use 
of this drug ripens to abuse, even with 
men of unusual will power—has been 
in France disastrous to a dreadful de- 
gree. Many men of remarkable bril- 
liancy have offered up their brains and 
their lives on the livid altar of absinthe. 
Baudelaire, who translated all Poe's 
works into French, had a terribly gro- 
tesque passion for the pleasant green 
poison. In one of his mad freaks this 
minor French poet actually painted his 
hair the same tint as the beverage that 
corroded hfs brain, possibly from an 
odd fancy to have the outside of his 
_ correspond with or match the in- 
side. 

Alfred de Musses, who was the French 
Byron, plus a tenderer, naiver touch, 
also fell a victim to the drug after 
George Sand gave the final smash to his 
fragmentary heart. Guy de Maupassant 
is reported to have burned his brains 
away with tho same emeraldine flames. 
The brain disease caused by this drug is 
considered almost incurable. Far worse 
than alcohol or opium, it can only be 
compared to cocaine fur the fellness of 
its clutch an poor humanity. 

Yet we take it occasionally as an 
after dinner settler of digestive debts in 
this country, and quite often as an ap- 
petizor or tonic before meals, while in 
New Orleans, thronghont the older quar- 
ter, little cabarets, devoted almost ex- 
clusively to the sale of it, are quite 
common. 

What, then, is this dreadful drink 
composed of, and how is it made? The 
answer is easy enough, though the proc- 
ess, to insure perfection in the ovil, is 
mot so. Absinthe may be technically 
described as s» redistillation of alcoholic 
spirits (made originally from varions 
things — potatoes, for instance), in 
which, to give it the final character, 
absinthium with other aromatic herbs 
and bitter roots are ground up, or mac- 
erated, in chemist lingo. 

The chief ingredient is the tops and 
leaves of the herb Artemisia absinthinm, 
or wormwood, which grows from two 
to four feet in great profasion under 
cultivation, and which contains a vola- 
tile oil, absinthol, and a yellow, crys- 
talline, resinous compound called ab- 
sinthin, which is the bitter principle. 
The alcohol with which this and the 
essentials of other aromatic plants are 
mixed holds these volatile oils in solu- 
tion. 

It is the precipitation of these oils in 
water that causes the rich clouding of 
your glass when the absinthe is pourcd 
on the cracked ice—deuble emblems cr 
warnings of the clouding and the crack- 
ling of your brain if you take to it 
steadily. Thus every drink of the opaline 
liqnid is an object lesson in chemistry 
that carries its own moral. 

Some barroom Columbus, ambitions 
to outdo Dante and add another lower 
circle to the inferno, recently invented 
or discovered the absinthe cocktail. A 
little whisky—the worse the better—a 
dash of bitters, a little sugar and plenty 
of iced absinthe make about the quickest 
and wickedest intoxicant in the world. 

The continned use of absinthe gives 
rise to epileptic symptoms as an external 
expression af the profound disturbance 
of the brain and nerves. One large dose 
of the essence of the wormwood indeed 
has been noted as causing almost instant- 
ly epileptiform convulsions in animals. 
But the drug is not without its uses from 
a broad point of view. As the name im- 
plies, it is an anthelmintic, or a pretty 
sure cure for certain kinds of animal 
life that sometimes infest the intestines 
of men, cansing pain and death. This 
peculiar property was well known to 
the Greeks, who had a wine infused 
with wormwood called absinthites. 

In some parts of Germany wormwood 
is used in lieu of hops for the brewing 
of certain brands of beer, and it unques- 
tionably has valuable tonic properties. 
Absinthe is made almost everywhere, 
except in the extreme tropics, and the 
New York variety is just as good—or 
bad—as any. The duty on French ab- 
sinthe is very high—$12 a case of a 
dozen bottles. 

The first effects of it are a profound 
serenity of tertiper and a slight height- 
ening of the mental powers, coupled 
with bodily inertia. This is tie general 
rule; but, as a famous physician once re- 
marked of a dreadful disordcr in his 
lecture room, ‘‘Gentlemcn, the chief 
glory of the beautiful discaso I am now 
explaining is the remarkable varicty of 
ita manifestations. '’—New York World.

FREAKS OF NATURE. 
Some Curious Things That Amuse and As- 
togish Men of Science, 

Nature's freaks of faucy afford a 
strange study. People arc constantly 
sending to the National museum sup- 
posed fossil animals and other oddities 
which are in reality mere accidental 
forma carved by water. A pebble ina 
stream gathers about itself grains of 
sand until an odd shaped lump is 
made. A favorite shape for such lumps 
is that of a turtlo with four legs, a head 
and taii, even the lines of the shell be- 
ing sométimes distinct. Similar concre- 
tions of carbonate of iron and clay as- 
sume the appearance of petrified pea- 
nuts. Break one, and you will always 
find inside a small spiral winkle shell, 
which has served as the nuclers. A 
queer counterfeit of this kind, forward- 
ed to Washingtou not long ago, was an 
alleged fossil foot of a child, with a lit- 
tle stocking on, the latter showing signs 
of wear on the ball of the foot and on 
the heel. It was only a concretion, as 
was likewise what appeared to be a pet- 
rified oyeter-on the shell. 

One eminent scientist has been amus- 
ing himself of late by making imitation 
spider webs ont of quartz ñbers. It is 
well known that copper wire can be 
drawn to a fineness much less than the 
thickness of a hair—in fact, to the di- 
ameter of the one-thousandth part of an 
inch. But glass may be spun finer than 
copper, while even the finest spun glass 
is not so fine as silk fiber. The latter, 
however, is coarse compared with the 
threads that can be obtained by melting 
quartz under a blowpipe and pulling it 
out. Such threads may be reduced to a 
thinness of one-millionth of an inch. 
Drawn to such tenuity, they are invisi- 
ble under a microscope of the highest 
power. Yet they are stronger in propor- 
tion to their thickness than the best 
quality of har steel. Enough thread like 
this could be made from a single cubic 
inch of quartz to go around the world 
658 times. A grain of sand barely large 
enough to be visible to the uaked eye 
would yield 1,000 miles of thread. 

Obvionsly no practical nse can be 
made of threads so extremely fine. 
Comparatively coarse ones were woven 
into cobwebs by the scientist aforesaid. 
They wonld not catch flies because they 
were too slippery, having no gluten on 
them, like rcal cobwebs. This difficulty 
was got over by moistening a straw in 
castor oil and gently stroking the threads 
with it; then the webs captured flies 
fairly well. But a cobweb is incomplete 
without a spider, so it occurred to the 

ter to attract an arachnid to 
his web by the buzzing of a fly. It was 
difficult to mike a Ly buzz toorder, but 
a satisfactory imitation was produced 
by permitting a tuning fork to vibrite 
against tho quartz fibers.) This fetchod 
the spider right away. The scientist also 
amnscd himself with blowing bubbles 
of quarti», which looked exactly like 
the mut Le utiful soap bubbles —

=| TAMING THE OCEAN. 


WONDERFUL POWER OIL- EXERCISES 
OVER THE ANGRY WAVE. 


The Active Agent Is Oleic Acid, a Discov- 
ery Made by German Investigaters—A 
‘Thin Layer of This Acid Possessss a Po- 
tency Which Is Simphy Marvelous, 


“The effect of oil in calming the sur- 
face of a stormy sea, the original dis- 
covery of which was accidental, has of 
late been the subject of scientific inves- 
tigation, and it is now possible to 
choose such oils as are best snited for 
the purpose, and also to point ont the 
source of their peculiar power over the 
waves. The statistics collected at the 
hydrographic office of the bureau of 
navigation’ show, by the reports of sea 
captains themselves, that many a vessel 
has been saved not only from serions in- 
jury, but from foundering, by the use 
of a few gallons of oil slowly trickled 


into the sea. The influence of the oil is f- 


frequently described in such reports as 
Rare magical and almost incredi- 


It is not difficult to see upon what 
this calming effect of oil depends, al- 
though the complete explanation of it 
involves a mathematical process of dem- 
onstration. The oil acts like a thin skin 
drawn over the water, resisting the 
tendency of the latter to break into 
spray under the force of the wind. The 
danger to aship from storm waves arises 
from the breaking of the waves. As long 
as their surfaces are smooth and their 
crests unbroken the vessel rides them 
easily and safely. But when they break, 
and secondary waves are formed, it is 
quite otherwise. Then theship plunges 
into the foaming walls upreared around 
it, with frame racking shocks; immense 
masses of water thunder down upon its 
deck, sweeping everything clean, and 
sometimes even the strongest hulls and 
the best seamanship are unable to pre- 
vail in the contest. This is the danger 
that the spreading of oil over the waves 
removes. 

At first sight it seems almost im, 
sible that a thin oily film resting’on 
the tremendous sea waves could exercise 
a controlling influenceover them. The 
display of resistless energy made by the 
breaking waves is so imposing and ter- 
tific that one might well believe no 
power less gigantic than their own 
could withstand them. The effect of 
the oil resembles that of the apparently 
insignificant force of chemical combina- 
tion holding in restraint the explosive 
energy of gunpowder. 

It is to German investigators thut we 
owe the discovery of the active agent 
which enables oil to exercise its calm- 
ing effect upon the sea. This agent is 
oleic acid, an ingredient found in lard, 
olive oil and many other oils. Those 
oils that possess the largest proportion 
of oleic acid are the most effective in 
controlling the waves. It is through its 
gradual separation from the rest of the 
oil and its diffusion in the water that 
oleic acid acts. When a dropof oil rests 
upon water, the oil flattens out throagh 
the effects of its own weight. . At the 
edge of the flattened disk of oil the oleic 
acid tends most rapiilly to dissolve in 
the water, and the very act of dissolv- 
ing evolves energy which causes the oil 
to spread still farthér, thus keeping its 
edges constantly in contact with water 
that has not yet become charged with 
oleic acid. This spreading continues 
with great rapidity until all of the oleic 
acid has been dissolved. Sometimes the 
layer thus formed do® not exceed a 
twelve-millionth of an inch in thickness! 

It would not be easy to explain, with- 
out entering into techuicalitics, how the 
forces involved in the dissolving action 
just described result in a resistance to 
the rising of waves. Mathematical con- 
siderations prove that such an cffect ex- 
ists, and it has been shown cxpcrimen- 

| tally that oleic acid spreading over water 
is capable of arresting the progress of 
floating chips driven by the wind, and 
even of forcing such chips to move 
against the direction of the wind. ssi

The discovery of the essential part 

played by oleic acid explains why pe- 
trolenm has never been found so efficient 
as other oils—olive oil, for instance, in 
smoothing waves—for petroleum con 
tains a comparatively small proportion 
of that ingredient. Tho German inves- 
tigators would recommend the use of 
pure oleic acid except for the fact that 
it freezes at abont 18 degrees above 
zero and consequently is uscless in very 
cold weather. They have found, how- 
ever, that a mixture of olcic acid and 
alcohol remains liquid at only 5 degrees 
above zero, and they accordingly rcc- 
ommend such a mixture as being the 
best wave calming means pet discovcr- 
ed. Almost any animal or vegetable oil 
is better than petroleum. Suap water 
has been found effective, if a soap con- 
tainirig plenty of oleic acid, which all 

| soaps do not contain, is used.—New 
York Sun.

CHICKENS CAN TALK. 


PROFESSOR HAMERIK SAYS SO, AND 
HE IS AN EXPERT ON THE SUSJECT. 


Some Odd and Isteresting Facts About 
Barnyard Fowls—Ioosters as Well as 
Hens Are Great Gossipers—Inside Infor- 
mation About Crowing. 


The simians that Professor Garner 
discovered in Africa and which he claims 
can talk as readily as human beings will 
have to look to thcir Iaurels, for Pro- 
fessor Asger Hamerik of the Peabody 
institute of Baltimore has mada the 
discovery that hens and roosters of the 
ordinary barnyard breed hold protracted 
and intcresting conversations with each 
other. 

The careful attention he has given 
to the subject has not been in vain Al- 
though he has not yet advanced so far 
in his researches as to be ablo to discuss 
the topics of the day with his chickens, 
he has learned enongh to be able to 
tell what a hen means when she cack- 
les, whether it is for a newly laid egg 
or merely a tale of. woo or a pæan of 
triumph over the discovery of a fresh 
worm or a juicy grasshopper. He can 
also tell you from the tones of arooster’s 
crow whether he is signaling a victory 
over a conquered foe or merely passing 
away the time or heralding the ap- 
proach of day. 

The rooster has been the professor’s 
pet subject. He has been on the great- 
est terms of intimacy with Sir Chan 
ticleer for upward of 20 years. ‘‘Roost- 
ers,"’ said he to a reporter, ‘‘as well as 
hens are the greatest gossipers in the 
world. When they get together, they do 
nothing but chctter continually. This 
is true also of the young pullets I have 
watched them for hours at a time, and 
they would talk in this way." Here 
the professor gave an imitation of ahen 
clucking and other of the sounds so fa- 
miliar in the farmyard. 

“That they are conversing with one 
another is proved by the fact that a 
rooster or a hen when alone is absolute- 
ly silent, excepting on rare occasions, 
when it sings a low lullaby, us it were, 
to itself, much as humans hum when 
alone or as a cat will pur when content- 
ed. Just as soon, however, as the æli- 
tary hen or rooster meets another you 
will hear an animated convcrsation. I 
have not progressed so far that I am able 
to understand all they say, but I under- 
stand some of their sounds and can imi- 
tate one or two so successfully that a 
hen listening will pay close attention to 
me. Thus if I sound the note of alarm 
ahen makes when a hawk is near or 
some other danger menaces she will im- 
mediately fiy to cover.” 

The professor believes chickens tell 
each other current news. One day he in- 
troduced a new hen into his yard who, 
the very firet time she spied the dog, set 
up a great cackling and flew around the 
yard in a state of evident terror. An 
old hen observed her for afew minutes, 
meanwhile making some sounds that 
were intended to reassure the scared 
fowl, but which had no effect, for the 
new arrival cac!:led worse and louder 
than ever. Finally tho old hen approach- 
ed close to the stranger, chuckling. in a 
low tonc. What she said he had no 
means of knowing, but it must have 
been something of a reassuring charas- 
ter, for the new hen at once ceased her 
eiztter, and never after that did she dis- 
play the least fear of the dog. 

Crowing among the roosters afforded 
Professor Hamerik another interesting 
study. He noted the crows of over 500 
roosters and never found two who 
crowed alike. Each, after a little prac- 
tice, could readily be distinguished from 
tho other. The durafion of crowing is 
between miduight and noon. Each crow 
lasts from three to seven seconds. Al- 
though roosters may crow at any time 
of night, especially if it is moonlight or 
they are disturbed by a light, they crow 
tho most frequently at dawn or just 
before. 

The crowing seems to be a sort of tel- 
egraph service between the roosters, ae- 
cording to Professor Hamerik, for in- 
variably in a neighborhood where there 
are many chickens the crowing is al- 


ways ed in the morning by the 
fame roost F temamadiately “responso 
comes from all the other roos Gen- 


erally there are about seven crows gi 
in an interval of 10 seconds, and then 
there is silence for the space of perhaps 
20 seconds, when the first rooster starta 
again, and the performance is repeated. 
A rooster always crows, too, shortly 
after eating, and never fails to voice 
his joy in a deep toned crow after he 
vanquishes n rival. 

The professor has discovered, among 
other things, that chickens have a very 
acute sense of taste, hearing and vision, 
but lack the sense of smell. The most 
powerful fumes of acid are impercepti- 
ble to them. An experiment with am- 
monia proved that, though overcome 
with it, the hens walked blindly into 
the same danger repeatedly. 

The sense of taste is exceedingly well 
developed. The professor frequently db- 
served a chicken after eating anything 
it particularly relished give vent to a 
peculiar chuckle that was undoubtedly 
meant for an exclamation of pleasure. 
The sound is a low, soft intonation, 
continued for some seconds. — Ni 
York World. :

TELESCOPES. 


Points of Difference Between the Reflecting 
and the Refracting Instrumenta, 

A very protty little experiment, which 
illustrates the two methods of form- 
ing an optical image and by way of cor- 
ollary illustrates the.essential differ- 
ence between refracting and reflecting 
telescopes, may be performed by any 
one who possesses a reading glass and a 
magnifying hand mirror. In a room 
that is not teo brightly illuminated pin 
a shect of white paper on the wall oppo- 
site to a window that by preference 
should face the north or away from the 
position of thesun. Taking first the 
reading glass, hold it between the win- 
dow and the wall parallel to the sheet 
of paper and a foot or more distant from 
the latter. By moving it to and froa 
little you will be able to find a distance 
corresponding to the focal length of the 
leng, a which a picture of the window 
is formed on the paper. This picture, 
or image, will be upside down because 
the rays of light cross at the focus. By 
moving the glass a little closer to the 
wall you will cause the picture of the 
window to become indistinct, while a 
beautiful image of the houses, trees or 
other objects of the outdoor world be- 
yond will be formed -upon the paper. 
We thus learn that the distance of the 
image from tho lens varies with the dis- 
tancé of the object whose image is form- 
ed. In precisely a similar manner an 
image is formed at the focus of the ob- 
ject glass of a refracting telescope. 

Take next your magnifying or con- 
cave mirror, and detaching the sheet of 
paper from the wall hold it nearly in 
front of the mirror between the latter 
and the window. When you have ad- 
justed the distance to the focal length 
of the mirror, you will see an image of 
the window projected ontho paper. By 


ziven- varying the distance as beforo you will 


be able to produce at will pictures of 
nearer or more remote objects. It is in 
this way that images are formed at the 
focus of the mirror of a reflecting tẹle- 
scope. —Garrett P. Serviss in Popular 
Science Monthly.

A SUBTERRANEAN OCEAN. 


It Is Believed to Underile Nebraska, Kaa- 
sas and Indian Territory. 

The best scientists of the land favor 
the opinion that Nebraska, Kansas and 
part of Indian Territory are situated 
over an immense underground lake or 
sea. It is a well known fact that in sev- 
eral places in Kansas whole sections of 
land havesuddenly disappeared, leaving 
only fathomless lakelets to mark the 
spot where they were once situated. 
Proof that there is something peculiar 
with the foundation of the section of 
the country mentioned may be found in 
the celebrated ‘tide wells’’ of Polk, 
Butler and Colfax counties in Nebras- 
ka Polk county is best provided with 
these curious wells, having between a 
dozen and 20 which roar atid ebb and 
flow with an unsecn tide. The roaring 
of these remarkable curiosities—they 
cannot be called’ natural wonders, be- 
cause they are the work of man, at least 
so far as excavation is concerned—is 
caused by the inhalation and exhalation 
of immense quantities of air. There are 
hours, regular and uniform, in which 

| the air will rush ont with a loud, hiss- 
ing Sound, and again an equal space of 
time in which it seums that all the air 
of the Platte valley will be sucked into 
the cavernous depths of chese wonderful 
wells, 

The period of this vbb and flow does 
not seem to depend upon either the sea- 
sons or the state of the weather, but is 
thought to have some mysterious con- 
nection with the high and low tide pe- 
riods of the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. 
A meteorologist of national reputation, 
who sought to fathom the mystery of 

the ‘‘Platte river tide wells,’’ and who 
issued a little pamphlet with the title 
“Roaring Wells of Nebraska,” gave it 
as his opinion that the roaring phenom- 
enon was in some way connected with 
the prevailing direction of the wind, 
-being strongest in time of west or south- 
west breezes. The farmers in the three 
counties mentioned as being best pro- 
vided with these tide regulated, air ex- 
pelling wells believe that the water sup- 
ply is connected with a body large 
enough to have s regular ebb and flow 
of tide. All the wells in the counties of 
Polk and Butler which are tide regulat- 
ed are of about the same depth, those 
of Coifax being deeper, but all extend- 

ing toa porous stratum having the. same 
general characteristics.—St, Louis Re-

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DOCTORING SHIPS. 


PARASITES THAT SEND OCEAN VES- 
SELS TO THE HOSPITAL 


No Sure Protecti6n For Iron Hulls Has 
Been Found—The Old and the New Man- 
ners of Construction—Something About 
Drydocks and Their Uses. 


The sea is a grand and yet a treacher 
ous mother to the thousands of ships 
that sail over its Rhos and aft- 
cr buffeting with its storms the ships 
must go to their hospital for repairs, 
This hospital is the drydock, and the 
doctors are the army of careful work- 
men who look over carefully and repair 
every faulty seam.or broken rivet. 

Salt water is teeming with parasites 
of plant and animal life that cling to 
the bottoms of ships, eat slowly yet 
surely throrgh wood and iron alike or 
rust it away, while they act as a check 
on the speed by vastly increasing the 
resistance and friction of the water 
against the ship. The ‘‘gods of the 
storms see everywhere’’ and pick out 
each weak scam or faulty rivet and 
slowly and surely eat into the vitals of 
the ship, so that every few months it 
becomes necessary to examine and re- 
pair the vessel To do this she must 
come out of the water. The drydock is 
just a great box of wood, iron and stone, 
connecting with the sea by a great gate- 
way. When the ship is ready to enter, 
the gate isshut and the water all pump- 
ed opt; then the workmen, with prac- 
ticed skill, place the blocks at the bot- 
tom of the dock for the keel to rest 
upon, taking the dimensions from the 
plans and drawings of the vessel. These 
in place, the dock is flooded again, the 
gate opened, and the ship hauled in. 
The gate is now closed again, and while 
the water is slowly pumped out and the 
ship settles down the dockers pull her 
this way or that until she rests evenly 
on the keel blocks. Then shores, or 
heavy wooden beams, are braced from 
the sides of the dock to the sides of the 
ship, and as the water is pumped away 
the ship stands “‘high and dry,’’ a ver- 
itable ‘fish out of water,"’ the bottom, 
which was below the water line, cover- 
ed with seaweeds and parasites that 
hide the defects they have caused. 

Then the workmen scrape and scour 
the unwelcome barnacles and grass 
away, the seams and rivets are all ex- 
amined and repaired, a fresh coat of 
paint goes on again, and as the dock is 
again flooded the ship rises from her 
hospital bed, and the wooden supports 
are knocked away until she floats out to 
sea again, ‘‘healthy and strong,’’ to 
battle with the wind and sea and the 
enemies of the flag she proudly flies. 

When wood was used almost exclu- 
sively in building ships, a very easy and 
convenient means was found to protect 
the under water portions of the ship 
from the insidious attacks of barnacles 
and parasites of plant and animal life. 
This was done by covering the whole 
bottom of the ship with a plating of 
thin copper, for the galvanic action of 
the salt water upon the copper was to 
convert the ship and sea into a vast bat- 
tery, where the copper became the nega- 
tive pole and was slowly yet constantly 
eaten away, the particles, as they fell, 
taking with them the barnacles and sea- 
weed as fast as they formed on the 
ship, thus keepirg the ship's bottom 
and sides always clean, so that the speed 
was not cut down by dragging the bar- 
nacles and yards of seaweed through the 
water. Yet even then the copper need- 
ed repairs; faulty timbers rotted and 
crumbled away, so that every few years 
the ship had to go into drydock and be 
thoroughly overhanled, each faulty tim- 
ber replaced and rusty bolt repaired un- 
til no loophole was Icit for the sea to 
work upon. 

But with the advent of iron in the 
building of ships the old means failed, 
for where copper was placed over iron 
the iron became the negative pole of the 
great battery and was eaten aw; quick- 


ly, riddling the bottom of theship with’ 


many leaks. Many deyiges were tried— 
the under eee of the vessels 
were covered With a waterproof layer of 
wood, which was then coppered as be- 
fare; but wherever there was any me- 
tallic connection between the copper 
and iron the whole force of the battery 
acted there, and holes were eaten in un- 
expected and inaccessible places, bring 

ing in an element of uncertainty and 
enforcing great care in ‘‘sheathing"’ the 
vessels, as the coating of wood is called, 
and the ships still had to go more often 
than ever to the drydock. 

Then the various methods of painting 
the bottoms with protective paints have 
been tried and are used in all of the 
cruisers of our navy. The skill of hun- 
dreds of chemists has been exerted to 
find a paint that would act as the cop- 
per does and throw off the barnacles and 
seaweed. Great prizes have been offer- 
ed, and a fortune awaits the successful 
discoverer of such a coating for ships, 
yet so far none has been disovered that 
acts completely, and the iron and steel 
ships which start from port with fresh- 
ly painted sides and bottoms return in a 
few months coated with barnacles and 
sea weed, which, as it trails in the wa- 
ter, very materially cuts down the speed 
and power of the ship. Then she must 
be put in the dry dock and scrubbed and 
scraped and repainted. Still worse than 
the barnacl-s and the seaweed is the 
water itself when it finds an entrance, 
be it ever so small, through the paint 
to the steel below. Slowly but surely 
it rusts out a little pit, which extends 
sometimes almost through the plate be- 
fore the paint scale drops off and diş- 
closes the defect, which can even 
only be seen by putting the ship in dry 
dock and examining every square foot 
of her bottom plating. 

This all shows how necessary it is for 
the ships to go to their ‘‘hospital’’ and 
how careful her ‘‘doctors’’ should be, 
for millions of dollars worth of property 
and millions of priceless lives are car- 
ried every year on these ‘‘messengers.of 
the sea.’’

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THE GOLDEN FLEECE, 


The Most Highly Prised of All the Surviy- 
ing Orders of Chivalry. 7 

-Of all tho orders of mediæval chiv- 
alry which have survived the shock of 
successive revolutions on the continent 
of Europe since the great cataclysm of 
1789, that of the,Golden Fleece is per- 
haps the most distingnished and the 
most highly coveted by personages of 
royal birth or of illustrious patrician 
lineage. Students of the history of the 
art or science of heraldry will learn 
with interest and pleasure that, the Or- 
der of the Toison d'Or of Spain having 
been conferred on the Duke of York, his 
royal highness was on Tuesday invest- 
ed, at Marlborough Honse, with the in- 
signia of the -order by the Prince of 
Wales, himself a knight of the order, 
acting in the name of the queen regent 
and on behalf of the young king of 
Spain. The secretary of the Spanish 
embassy, as chancellor of the order, read 
the royal commission creating the duke 
a knight, and the august ceremony was 
also attended by the Dake of Saxe-Co- 
burg-Gotha and the Duc d'Aumale as 
knights of the order, and by the Span- 
ish embassador and the Earl of Kimber- 
ley, her majesty’s secretary of state for 
foreign affairs. 

The Duke of York only received the 
badge of the order, in the shape of the 
figure of a sheep in embossed gold sus- 
pended from a heavy chain of gold, but 
at a chapter of the order or at great 
court functions at Madrid he would be 
entitled to wear the full robes, consist- 
ing of a long mantle of crimson velvet, 
cut in the fashion of a sacerdotal cope, 
tichly embroidered at the borders with 
emblematic devices of stars, half moons 
and fleeces in gold and lined with white 
satin, over a doublet and hose of crim- 
son damask. The full robes also com- 
prise a ‘‘chaperon,"’ or -hood, with a 
long flowing streamer of black satin, 
but this headgear has in modern times 
been generally dispensed with. 

Originally the robes of the order, 
which wits fonnded in 1429 by Philip 
the Good, duke of Burgundy, were of 
crimson cloth lined with white lamb’s 
wool, and tais circumstance has some- 
what strengthened the theory that the 
golden ‘ficece was instituted by Philip 
the Good in grateful recognition of the 
immense treasures which the Duke of 
Burgundy had acquired from the 
wool of the flocks reared on his vast 
estates in Flanders. Be it as it may, 
the woolen costume was changed in 
1473 ata chapter held at Valenciennes 
for the more costly materials of velvet, 
taffeta, damask and gold embroidery. —

In 
the spring 100 pounds of nitrate of soda 
to the acre is broadcasted as soon as the 
frost begins to come out of the land; the 
balance of the timothy and cloverseed is 
sown at the same time. Afterthe wheat 
comes off,I topdress the young clover 
with 100 pounds of Nova Scotia plaster 
tothe acre, which helps to attract and 
retain the moisture, thus preventing the 
usual killing out of the young grass in 
the August droughts. The next season 
I cut the grass, but in the fall I topdress 
with lime, and repeat the same crops in 
rotation until I get a good grass stand, 
then I can reasonably expect good crop 
returns. IfI do not wish to raise the 
small grain, but recrop to corn, at the 
last working of the corn I sow cow peas, 
1} bushels to the acre, in the corn 
ground. I turn onder when fully ripe, 
making a small application of lime to 
the plowed ground in the spring harrow 
and cross-harrow, drilling in a fertilizer 
containing only potash and phosphate 
acid, as it will not‘do to apply ammon- 
iated fertilizers and lime to the same 
crop, as the lime drives off the ammonia; 
in fact, the peas turned under furnisb all 
the ammonia the corn crop needs. 

“I believe under this plan paying 
crops can be raised and land permanent- 
ly improved.”

The great and only P, T. Barnum once 
said: “The American people love to be 
humbugged.” The older we grow the 
more thoroughly we become convinced 
of the asrertion. About 150 spectators, 
one half of whom were victims, witness- 
ed a neat little performance last Wednes- 
day evening corner of Main and Mill 
streets, given by a stranger, who, by the 
way was “no slouch,” which seemed con- 
clusiye proof that Barnum was right 

The stranger began bis little game by 
selling corn salve at 25c a package. For 
eyery. 25c the purchaser got a package of 
salve and fifty cents in change. 

This was a taking game of course. It 
soon attracted’ a lafge crowd, most of 
whom had corns on their feet and quar- 
ters in their pockets, both of which they 
were willing to exchange for fifty cents. 
They had been longing for such an op- 
portunity. Here was their chance. 

Many availed th emselvesof the oppor- 
tunity, and waited patiently for the next 
act which they hoped would bring them 
sevéral sheckels, so they could afford to 
risk a beavier stake next day on the 
base bal) game. 

The second act opened witb the state- 
ment from the stranger that be bad 
nothing to sell, but was only an adver- 
tising agent for a great concern that 
would in a week or two be around with 
a brass band of thirty six pieces and 
would erect a stage for 3000 people and 
gives free concort. In the meantime 
he had a very fine liver pad which he 
was distributing free, and would give 
each person one on application, bat the 
person must put in a hat which he held 
one dollar and he would put in the same 
hat a quarter. Esch applicant for a pad 
had to promise to use it and in consider- 
ation was at the end of the game to re- 
ceive a present and by inference the re- 
turn of his dollar and the quarter the 
stranger had put in.

While the 
droughtin the West has cut short the 
corn crop in that section, unusually fa- 
vorable conditions have given to the 
south the largest corn crop that it has 
ever produced.

COMMERCIAL TRAVELERS. 


The English Drammecr Compared With His 
Fellow Salesman In America. 

The commercial] traveler in England 
is little different from his American 
brother, pursuing the same line of pol- 
icy in ‘getting there’’ so far as securing 
trade is concerned . His imvariablo rule, 
however, is that his first prico giv@n to 
a local merchant is his last and only 
one. There is no going im the morning 
with an offer and then im the afternoon 
with an extra inducement to make the 
trade. This being the invariable rule, it 
sayes much labor and apprehension in 
the mind of the buyer that he has not 
done so well as-he could have done with 
more diplomacy. 

Everything is done for the comfort ot 
the traveler, and at the hotels a special 
apartment called the commercial room 
is set apart for his exclusive use. In this 
room smoking is prohibited until 9 p. 
m., & place being devoted to that pur- 
pose at other times) ‘The traveler takes 
his meals in the commercial room, the 
dinner being a set affair in which all 
travelers in the house generally partici- 
pate. The oldest man is a; the head of 
the table and is called the president, 
while at tho foot is the youngest man, 
and he is termed vice president. Selec- 
tions of food are often made by vote, 
and two or three will club together for 
special dishes or wines, the president 
generally putting the question. 

A dinner costs in this way from 50 to 
75 cents and other meals in proportion, 
very good food and service being had 
throughout Great Britain and Ireland 
at these prices. At these dinners and in 
the general conversation no introduction 
of oue to the other, if strangers, is 
necessary, and all join im the genera! 
conversation and story telling, a trait 
common to the whole brotherhood of 
commercial travelers, bo they found in 
London, New York or Kamchatka — 
Hardware . 


LANTERNS AND UMBRELLAS. 


How and Why They Are So Generally Used 
In China. 

Chinese lanterns are made of paper, 
silk, horn, crystal and mary other ma- 
terials Those made of kilk are usually 
richly embroidered with figures of ani- 
mals, birds or flowers; those of horn are 
prettily decorated with paintings. Some 
of the most ornamental and expensive 
lanterns are mounted on beautifully 
carved frames of wood and ivory. 

If a Chinese leaves his home after 
night without taking with him a lan- 
tern, such as is assigned to tho use of 
the class to which he belongs, he is lia- 
ble to arrest by the police. 

As soon as it is dark overy city seems 
ablaze with lanterns. They light up the 
homes of the rich and poor; they are 
attached tothe angles of the pagoda; 
they are seen at every port and on evcry 
river. In fact, they make their appear- 
ance everywhere, and to call China the 
‘land of lanterns’’ is by no means a 
misnomer. 

Umbrellas, too, are of much impor- 
tance in China, because there the um- 
brella isa mark of rank. Two large red 
silk umbrellas signal the approach of 
the governor general of a province. A 
red silk umbrila with three raffles on it 
is the kind assigned to the fonr highest 
ranks of mandarin. The nobility of 
lower rank are entitled to an umbrella 
of red silk, but may have only two raf- 
fles 

The two highest ranks of gentlemen 
commoners are entitled tos red state 
umbrella surmounted by a knob of tin; 
the third and fourth ranks bave the 
knob of wood instead of tin, batit is nl- 
ways painted red. An umbrella of blue 
cloth with two ruffles and surmounted 
by a red painted wooden kmob distin- 
guishes the fifth rank.—D. V. F. in 
New York Advertiser.

Elaborate Mechanism to Protect Treasare

There is no denying the fact that the 


ning when pitted against our safemak 
ers and locksmiths, even though he peri- 
odically buys their wares for experi- 
mental purposes. 

While the present writer was being 
“personally conducted"’ over the prem- 
ises of the greatest firm of lockmakers 
in the world he acquired mach interest- 
ing information concerning those won- 
drous pieces of mechanism which pro- 
tect the vast riches of palaces, banks 
and strongrooms, and which render it 
absolutely impossible for thieves to 
break in. 

Perhaps the most interesting depart- 
ment was that one in which an exhibi- 
tion of the highest form-of the burglar’s 
craft was being given. Skilled workmen 
were seated before locked safes and 


were using the almost irresistible fusing 


apparatus on the door in order to reach 
the locks or were forcing gunpowder 
throngh the keyholes by means of a tiny 
pair of bellowa 

Others wero squirting corrosive chem- 
icalg into the locks aud noting the ef- 
fect, while sturdy artisans were using 
the drill and the wedge with a scientific 
force and skill that showed they could 
be dangerous enemies to society if they 
were criminally inclined 

The fusing apparatus consista of a 
cylinder of compressed oxygen gas, 
which supplies a short section of pipe 
terminating in.anironcup The latter 
is pressed firmly against the door after 
a light has been applied, and a stream 
of flame issues from the end of the pipe 
in its bottom. So fierce is this flame 
that it melts the metal in the safe door 
and eats a jagged hole through it ina 
remarkably short space of time. 

“We turn out about 284, 000 locks ev- 
ery year,’’ remarked the manager of the 
works, ‘‘and they range in weight from 
a quarter of an ounce—including key— 
to 228 pounris, the respective values of 
these extremes being 12 cents and $1,- 
500. 

“Foremost among those locks which 
protect enormons wealth come those on 
the treasury doors of the Bank of Eng- 
land. The making of each of these mar 
vels of mechanism occupies three men 
for six weeks and costs $375. 

“*Those little fluted pieces of steel in 
the head of the key—technically called 
‘steps’—are nine in number and are ca- 
pable of 362, 880 different combinations. 

“If a banker whose safe was fitted 
with this lock chanced to lose his key, or 
if he had reason to suppose that a wax 
impression of it had been made, all 
that would be necessary in order to baf- 
fie burglarions designs would: be to un- 
lock the safe with the duplicate key, 
f iv the head and change the posi. 
tion of'tho steps and then relock the safe 
or strongroom. 

“The mechanism of the lock would 
instantly adapt itself to the changed 
combination and could never be un- 
locked ‘by the former key. 

“This, however, is not an unmixed 
blessing. One afternoon a certain city 
merchant was amusing himself by un- 
screwing the steps of both his keys 
when it suddenly occurred to him that 
he had forgotten the combination. 

“ As the keys in question were capa- 
ble of thonsands of combinations, there 
was nothing for it but to set to work on 
a system of numbered tables and tick 
off each combination as it were tried. 

“ ‘Bot that may take months,’ ob- 
jected the merchant ruefully. Well, as 
the only other alternative was to build 
a furnace round the door of the safe it 
was decided to try the combination first. 

“We sent twomen and an apprentice 
with the printed tables—great sheets of 
paper several yards long—and after nine 
days’ labor, during which abont 13,000 
different combinations were arranged 
and tried, the right one was hit upon by 
accident, and the door opencd. Needless 
to say, there was a pretty big bill 
against the customer who gave us all 
this trouble. 

“Tho treasury doors at the Bank of 
England measure 7 feet 3 and weigh 
about 24, tons Besides being fitted 
with the above mentioned changeable 
locks they have violence locks 5 feet 
long, each of which weighs 200 pounds, 
and gunpowder proof locks, having 
blowholes on every side, even through 
the massive bolt. These blow holes e 
low the gunpowder pumped in toescape 
and reduce the force of a possible explo- 
sion to a mere harmless puff. 


"It is worthy of note that there are |" 


more than 10,000 locks fitted in the 
Bank of England., Then comes the Sa- 
voy hotel with 1,300, controlled by one 
master key. The manager of each’of the 
six floors at the Savoy, however, has a 
master key which controls the look of 
every room under his supervision. 

“Her majesty’s safe at Windsor cas- 
tle in which the gold plate is kept 
weighs eight tous and is protected 'y 
a violence lock 18 inches long, a change- 
able lock and a gunpowder lock, all of 
which can be mechanically covered by 
an undriliable steel plate, which ren- 
ders it impossible to insert even a hair- 
pin into any of the keyholes. '’—London 
Answers.
